SLUM JOB? 


LMOST from the inception of 

NAHB, committees of the association 

have been discussing the twin prob- 
lems of arresting decay and rehabilitating 
slums. For various and good reasons, how- 
ever, these discussions were still largely 
talk (excepting only the now famous Balti- 
more plan) until past president Brockbank 
campaigned for action. 

Finally, G. Yates Cook of Baltimore plan 
fame was added to the association staff to 
head an action program. Surmounting al- 
most impossible obstacles, and with the in- 
valuable aid of Ivan Foley and other lum- 
ber dealers of New Orleans, Cook, with the 
help of Clifford Favrot, acting as a public- 
spirited citizen, made a start by rehabili- 
tating a pilot block in the Crescent City. 

The lessons learned are numerous and 
mostly positive. They prove that in spite 
of inadequate legislation, lack of proper 
organization in city government to meet 
the problem, and public apathy, slum re- 
habilitation is morally, socially, econom- 
ically and politically possible and desir- 
able. But, one great problem arises. That 
problem is where to get the directional 
forces to multiply the pilot block by hun- 
dreds in New Orleans, and by hundreds of 
thousands throughout the land! 

It remained for NAHB, composed almost 
entirely of builders of new houses, to meet 
the problem and set a pattern for its solu- 
tion. For that the association cannot be 


, eu t as 





given too much credit. But, can the princi- 
pal membership of NAHB, as at present 
constituted, implement the program on a 
broad national basis? 

Home builders are geared to build new 
houses. Their operation, personnel, over- 
head, training, experience and thinking are 
aimed at the construction of new houses, 
and not, with only a few exceptions, at the 
sometimes disagreeable, often hazardous, 
and generally less dramatic business of re- 
pairing and remodeling. Asking a home 
builder to think in terms of small repair 
and rehabilitation jobs is like asking the 
production superintendent of General 
Motors to take over the maintenance and 
repair of automobiles, and the restoration 
of smashed ones while continuing to turn 
out new Cars. 

To do the slum job this industry needs 
a vocal and aggressive “service station” 
branch, the sole function of which should 
be to maintain, modernize and rehabilitate. 
It may be argued that that is already one 
of the functions of the retail lumber dealer, 
who lives close to his building trades 
craftsmen customers. Perhaps, then, it is 
the business of the retailer to step up his 
selling to handle both the problems of ar- 
resting decay and rehabilitating run-down 
properties. 

Or, is it up to each NAHB chapter to 
promote modernizing and_ rehabilitation 
departments among its builder members, 
and to set up a separate division in each 
association to encourage a new type of 
member specializing in that kind of work? 
Rehabilitation is being sold with zeal to 
the public and to municipal governments. 
To date, no branch of the industry has 
indicated that it is ready, willing and able 
to handle the job. Who is going to do it?

ber of dwelling units started in Sep- 
tember, as compared with a year 
ago, according to the Bureau of La- 
bor Statistics. Shortage of mort- 
gage money is undoubtedly respon- 
sible. However, a larger supply of 
funds is becoming available. 

In September, a total of 92.000 
non-farm dwelling units were started 
as compared with 100,600 a year 
ago. Starts for the year to date were 
863.400—only _ slightly 
867,100 a year ago. It is estimated 
that 1,100,000 non-farm dwelling 
units will be started this year, a 


under the 


slight decrease from last year. 

Forecasts for 1954 anticipate an 
equal or possibly greater volume of 
residential construction, provided 
an adequate supply of mortgage 
money actually develops. 


DOLLAR

Expenditures for 
construction this 
year are expected 
to reach $35 billion, exceeding last 
year’s record by six per cent, or $2 
billion, according to joint estimates 
of the Department of Commerce and 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics. 

The continuation of the’ steady 
postwar climb in construction activ- 
ity through 1953 is a result primarily 
of a sharp rise in commercial build- 
ing. and substantial increases in ex- 
penditures for private housing, 
schools and highway work. The only 
major types of construction for 
which expenditures are expected to 
decline are private industrial con- 
struction, and farm and_ hospital 
building. 

The sharpest upturn in private ac- 
tivity this year will occur in com- 
mercial building, for which outlays 
will increase about 45 per cent to a 
peak of $1.7 billion. The physical 
volume of commercial construction, 
however, was greater during the 
prosperous 1920's. A lesser number 





of large office buildings, hotels and 
apartment buildings are being built 
than in the 1920's. 

A third of all new construction ac- 
tivity and half the outlays for pri- 
vate work will be for residential 
building ($11.7 billion). The five 
per cent increase over 1952 in expen- 
ditures for new building units will 
occur in spite of a small decline in 
units started. This results from 
higher prices and the unseasonally 
large number of dwellings begun 
during the latter part of last year. 
These were still under construction 
early in 1953. 

PRICE There has been 

CHANGES little or no 

change in the 
price of lumber since last year. Lum- 
ber accounts for one-half the cost of 
materials of the average new house. 
The price of brick, however. has ad- 
vanced two per cent and cement six 
per cent. There have been minor 
changes in the prices of paint and 
plumbing and heating equipment.

The construction cost 
index, based on 1947-1949 as one 
hundred is now 122 for residences, 
127 for apartments, hotels and office 
buildings, and 128 for commercial 
and factory buildings.

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TOM POORE, well known Tulsa 
home builder, came up with a sug- 
gestion which we believe deserves 
serious consideration by government 
and builders. 


TOM CALLS ATTENTION to the 
fact that the laws and regulations 
under which local FHA and VA of- 
fices have to work leave room for a 
great deal of interpretation. Very 
often, too, there is need for applying 
the spirit of a regulation rather than 
the letter. 


FHA AND VA personnel in the local 
offices often would like to interpret 
on a basis of what their good judg- 
ment and firsthand knowledge of lo- 
cal conditions and needs dictate. 


ON THE OTHER HAND, it has 
been rumored that at times some 
of them have been under pressure 
from holders of elective offices in the 
cities and states in which they are 
located. 


THE NET RESULT is that the 
only safe procedure for these FHA 
and VA offices, as far as the preser- 
vation of their own jobs is concerned, 
is to “go by the book,” and in case 
of doubt, play safe. 


SAYS TOM POORE, what these 
people need is a buffer between them 
and the people outside their own or- 
ganizations who are apt to make their 
lives miserable or take their jobs 
away if they guess wrong. 


THAT BUFFER, suggests the 
Tulsa builder, should be a_ local 
committee of builders, architects, 
distributors, engineers, civic-minded 
laymen, labor leaders, leaders of vet- 
erans’ organizations, financing agen- 
cies, and possibly others. 


THE COMMITTEE should be se- 
lected carefully from individuals rec- 
ommended by local people of stat- 
ure. and then it should be endorsed 
by both Guy Hollyday and Bert 
King. 


FUNCTION of the committee would 


be purely advisory. 


AFTER ALL, says Poore, there is 
nothing new in the idea. It sets no 
precedent. President Eisenhower has 
such a committee in connection with 
housing problems at the national lev- 
el. The arrangement seems to be 
working well. Why should it not 
work equally well at the local levels? 


WHY CAN’T it change some of the 
negative thinking enforced on the 
local FHA and VA offices to a posi- 
tive approach? 


WELL, WHAT DO YOU think? 
Both Tom Poore and American 
Builder would like to hear some re- 
actions.

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Hollyday Outlines FHA 














Legislative Proposals 


Broad outlines of some legislative proposals which FHA will submit to 
Congress in January were revealed last month by Commissioner Guy T. O. 


Hollyday. 


In a New York speech, the commissioner said FHA will ask, among other 
things, that the maximum loan-value ratio of mortgages on existing homes 


be placed on a parity with new homes. This would be helpful, he said, in 


carrying out rehabilitation programs 
in urban areas. 

The agency also will seek an in- 
crease in present statutory limits on 
multi-family project mortgages to an

amount which will permit the con- 
struction of fireproof elevator build- 
ings. Hollyday said present limita- 
tions are not realistic for high-cost 
metropolitan areas. 

Still another matter which Hollyday 
favors is elimination of statutory con- 
trols in order to simplify insuring 
standards and maximum mortgage 
limits. Permissible mortgage amounts 
could then be more easily determined. 

“The basic objective of proposed 
legislative changes is the administra- 
tion of a program that will be sound 
and self-supporting, provide for more 
efficient operations, and at the same 
time accomplish the objective of pro- 
viding more and _ better 
Hollyday declared. 

(Meanwhile, more specific terms of 
the FHA program will not be revealed 
until the Administration’s housing pro- 


housing.”

January 1. That program is now being

Elsewhere in his speech. the FHA 
commissioner praised the home build- 
ing industry for the way it weathered 
this year’s mortgage drought. The 
commissioner said the way builders 
adapted to changing conditions is a 
sign they have now become of age. 


Housing Market Likely 
To Stay Good—Cole 


The basic market for housing is 
strong and is likely to continue so, 
Albert M. Cole. HHFA administrator, 
declared in a recent speech in Atlanta,

Cole advised building material 
dealers from Southeastern states that 
the character of housing demand is 
changing because the nation has 
caught up with the World War II 
backlog.

The HHFA administrator said this 
situation gives the building industry a 
chance “to capitalize on some of the 
most basic opportunities in housing in 
the country today.” 

Among these opportunities. Cole 
said, are the clearing of slums. pro- 
viding housing for minority groups. 
and the rehabilitation of sound but 
older housing. 

If dealers and others in the building 
field aggressively develop the rehabili- 
tation market, there should be no de- 
cline whatever in construction activity 
where housing is concerned. Cole said. 





NAHB Convention in January 


Slusser Will 
Fight To Keep 
Public Housing 


Charles E. Slusser. commissioner of 
the Public Housing Administration, 
has warned that he will fight to pre- 
serve the federal government's low- 
rent public housing program. 

“I am going to fight for it—not for 
its mistakes. not for its apologists, but 
for the great good that it has done 
the great good that it will do—and 
for the people who so greatly need it,” 
Slusser declared in a speech before 
the National Association of Housing 
Officials in Milwaukee. 

“President Eisenhower did not ap- 
point me for the purpose of liquida- 
ting this program.” Slusser added. He 
said he definitely is sympathetic to 
low-rent public housing. 

At the same time, Slusser said the 
“entire responsibility” for clearing 
slums cannot and must not be placed 
on the federal government. 

“Fundamentally. low-rent public 
housing is something for the people 
of the community.” he said. “It can- 
not be forced upon them by bureau- 
cratic decision. There must be a need 
and desire for it in every community 
that obtains it. 

“Where these basic conditions exist, 
I intend, as Jong as | am commissioner 
of PHA, to do my best to see that 
decent homes are provided for those 
who would otherwise not have them.” 


Defense Housing Program 
Is 55 Per Cent Complete 


Latest figures on the status of the 
defense housing program show that 55 
per cent of the programmed housing 
units have now been completed. 

HHFA reported that 99,614 units 
were programmed in 210 so-called 
critical areas. Of this number, 73.466 
units were either under construction 
or already completed by October 1. 
The number completed totaled 54.561. 

While HHFA programmed under 
100.000 units in the defense housing 
program, builder applications (for 
authority to participate in the pro- 
gram) totaled nearly 400,000.

Mortgage Outlook Improves 


Government officials in Wash- 
ington are getting more and more 
optimistic about the mortgage 
money outlook. 

T. B. King, the VA loan guar- 
anty officer, sees “signs in the 
wind” that by next spring the sup- 
ply of Gl loan money will be better 
than at any time since the hous- 
ing boom of 1950. FHA officials 
echo this sentiment. 

A spokesman for the Home 
Loan Bank Board has predicted 
that savings and loan associations 
will be competing for good mort- 
gages in “six to eight months.” 
He doubts that interest rates will 
“soften,” but he thinks discounts 
will be sharply reduced or disap- 
pear.

A price increase averaging $500 a 
house will occur on Long Island by 
the end of the year as a result of last 
summer's nine-week strike by 1.200 
sand and gravel truck drivers, accord- 
ing to Anthony S. Zummo, Brooklyn- 
Queens vice president of the Long 
Island Home Builders Institute. 

Ready-mixed concrete in Nassau 
and Suffolk Counties. L. 1. is $1 to 
$1.25 per cubic yard higher than it was 
at pre-strike rates, said Zummo, who 
heads the association’s labor commit- 
tee. During the strike. he added, wage 
scales of the 23 trades representing on 
site labor were raised about 10 per 
cent and material suppliers warned 
that lumber and millwork prices were 
to advance. 

Zummo charged that the teamsters’ 
strike brought enforced idleness to 
nearly 100,000 workmen in the build- 
ing trades. with a loss of approxi- 
mately $100.000.000 in wages. Con- 
struction in New York City and Long 
Island valued at $600.000,000 was 
halted. including badly needed schools 
and shopping centers in rapidly ex- 
panding areas. Thousands of buyers 
were forced into makeshift arrange- 
ments as occupancy dates turned up 
with their homes barely started. 

The teamsters’ local had struck for 
a wage increase of 75 cents an hour. 
plus additional welfare. pension and 
vacation benefits. After two months. 
the employers’ representatives were 
offering 40 cents per hour increase 
and the union had scaled its demand 
down to 50 cents per hour; then the 
dispute was turned over to arbitration 
which is still under way at this writ- 
ing. Drivers. now averaging $16.20 a 
day plus overtime. would get about 
$132 per week under conditions sought 
by the employers; $137 per week if all 
their own terms are met. 


Wage Rates for Building 
Trades Are Still Rising 


Average union wages in the building 
trades continue to rise slowly, having 
gone up 4 per cent in the first nine 
months of 1953. the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics reported. 

The bureau made its regular 85-city 
survey and found the average wage on 
October 1 was $2.71 an hour—up 10 
cents an hour since January 1, 1953. 

While wage rates have gone up in 
1953. the increase has been smaller 
than last year. the bureau said. In the 
first nine months of 1952, the increase 
was 6 per cent.

Progressive merchandising and sen- 
sible housing legislation were stressed 
at the recent annual meeting of the 
Board of Directors of the National 
Retail Lumber Dealers 
held at Las Vegas, Nevada.

Stimulated by the reception given 
the new NRLDA Merchandising Cal- 
endar, made public for the first time at 
the meeting, the Merchandising Com- 
mittee decided to develop the Calendar 
further in the immediate future, and 
recommended staff studies of sales in- 
centives, the how-to-do-it movement 
and practical methods of cashing in 
on the home improvement market. 

President Henry J. Munnerlyn and 
Vice President Watson Malone Ill 
were re-elected, as were H. R. 
Northup, executive vice president, and 
Edward H. Libbey, secretary. H. W. 
Blackstock, Seattle, was elected treas- 
urer. 

Another good year was predicted 
for the retail lumber industry in 1954, 
based on continued high employment, 
heavy consumer savings and the sur- 
vey of business conditions conducted 
by members of the Executive Com- 
mittee in which 54 per cent of the re- 
porting dealers stated that their vol- 
ume for 1953 to date was as high or 
higher than a year ago, and 47 per 
cent reported that their profits were 
the same or higher than in 1952. 

The Association will concentrate in 
1954 on problems of mortgage finan- 
cing and consumer credit, the defini- 
tion of retail trade by the Bureau of 
the Budget, solution of wage-hour 
problems, recognition of distribution 
problems by the Department of Com- 
merce and relations with other federal 
agencies.

A Restless Population 
Helps Housing Market 


The restless movement of people in 
and around the cities, and from city 
to city, must not be overlooked in pre- 
dicting future housing demand. 

American families engage in a 
“gigantic game of musical chairs” that 
plays a major role in creating market 
demand for housing, both old and new. 
\n article in the latest issue of “Hous- 
ing Research,” published by the Hous- 
ing and Home Finance Agency. dis- 
cusses this matter of mobility. 

E. Everett Ashley, chief of the Hous- 
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There is every reason to expect 
that retail sales of lumber and build- 
ing materials will be at least as high 
in 1954 as in the year just ending. 

Even if new housing starts should 
drop 10 per cent or so, a correspond 
ing gain easily can be made by more 
intensive development of the home 
modernization and how-to-do-it  mar- 
kets. For every retail lumber and 
building materials dealer who has 
been making the most of those 
markets in recent months, there are 
ut least ten others who have not 
been going out after business as 
aggressively as they will if they see 
their volume starting to drop. 

Many dealers admit readily that 
they have been doing about as much 
business as they were prepared to 
handle in the months since materials 
shortages and emergency controls 
disappeared. Taking care of the cus- 
tomers who came to them has kept 
them plenty busy, without looking 
around for more customgrs. 

The situation in the retail lumber 
business is quite different from that 
faced by retailers of other lines. 
Automobile and appliance dealers 
apparently have reached a peak in 
their volume, and the number of 
failures has started to climb as it 
becomes more and more difheult to 
keep volume up to a profitable level 
even with high-pressure selling of a 
type almost unknown in the retail 
lumber business. 

No one will argue, however, that 
the retail lumber industry has come 
anywhere near its potential sales 
peak. Literally 
owners can be persuaded to modern- 
ize older homes or add to the new 
ones which have been built in the 
last eight years. 

This is particularly true of thous- 
ands of GI's who have purchased s0-

called “economy” homes that were 
built for them when they first came 
home back from World War Il. It 
will be found that most of these GI's 
have had substantial family increases 
and, strangely enough, most of them 
have had substantial increases in 
wages, so they are good risks. Lit- 
erally thousands of them need an 
additional room and bath to take 
care of this increase in families. 

One of the troubles the retail Jum- 
ber dealer encounters in trying to 
take care of this desire for larger 
living accommodations is the finan 
ing of the additions. We feel that 
a great deal of this work needs more 
attractive financing than is available 
under Title | of FHA—a longer re 
payment period and an interest rate 
that is a bit more reasonable than 
that attached to Title L 

The truth is that the volume of 
residential repair and modernization 
work done in 1953 could have been 
increased a good 50 per cent if 
dealers had been in a position where 
they could provide the type of credit 
facility their customers need. 

Consumer savings are at a high 
level, and there is no indication that 
there will be any important reduc- 
tion in their ability to spend for 
necessary and desirable purposes 
during the year ahead if the terms 
are right. 

Guided by NRLDA’s new Mer- 
chandising Calendar, listing 33 major 
themes retail lumber dealers are in 
better position than ever to go out 
after the extra sales they need to 
keep their volume and profits up to 
the level enjoyed so far in the 1950's. 

One prediction we safely can make 
for 1954 is that home owners are 
going to be hearing from their local 
lumber dealer much more often than 
in the past. 





ing Economics Branch, prepared the 
article.

built in Richmond Heights, Mis- 
souri, was determined by the con- 
tour of the lot, which is approxi- 
mately level across the front and 
drops six feet to the rear. The house 
was also designed to harmonize with 
the structures on the adjoining lots. 
The result is a modern adaptation 
of a traditional colonial. 
Professional restraint has been 
exercised in the use of exterior ma- 
terials. The two end walls, including 
the wing extensions. a portion of the 
rear, the planter in front and the 
curtain wall up to bedroom window 
sill in front are all built up of red 
face brick laid up in flush white 
mortar joints. The balance of the 
walls. including gable ends. are 
faced with Lx 10-inch vertical boards 
and battens. The roof is green as- 
phalt shingle. 





The plan is a two bedroom ar- 
rangement with a number of fea-

All brick 
walls of the fireplace are left exposed in the rooms in 
which they occur. Position of kitchen service door open- 
ing onto the adjoining platform facilitates deliveries.

Detroit builders and lenders prove 
that housing for lower income fami- 
lies can be successfully produced using 
the financing tool provided by Section 
8, Title | of the National Housing Act 


Sis E 1950. when Section 8 
was added to Title | of the Na- 
tional Housing Act. smart builders 
and lenders here and there have be- 


gun to see that this mortgage is the 


most lucrative in the insured mort- 
gage portfolio. To its interest rate 
of 41% per cent is added a service 
charge of 4% of one per cent monthly 
on the outstanding balance. Thus 
a holding mortgagee can net five 
per cent, 

Since delinquencies for this type 
of mortgage have proved to be prac- 
tically zero, its position is even 


more attractive. After all, which is 
the most secure? A $20,000 mort- 
gage on a fancy house which, should 
hard times come. may be the first 
to go bad: or a $5.700 mortgage on 
a minimum house which is being 
carried by a young family at 
monthly payments of $40 or less 
(low enough even to fit into a pat- 
tern of unemployment compensa- 
tion payments) ? 

From the lender’s point of view 
the small dollar amount of a Sec- 
tion 8 loan may seem somewhat dis- 
advantageous. He has to run twice 
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as fast to invest the same amount. 
so to speak. But the advantages of 
yield, extremely low delinquency 
and almost nonexistent service 
charges would seem to outweigh this 
consideration by far. 

Naturally lenders and_ builders 
are in business to make a little 
money, and a builder without lar- 
ceny in his heart can make about 10 
per cent gross profit on a house in- 
sured under Section 8, Title I. But a 
Section 8 operation also carries with 
it, for builder and lender alike, the 
tremendous satisfaction of 
rendering a true public service. 

A builder who has produced a 
group of houses under Section 8 
has made a contribution to the wel- 
fare of our national life. He has 
made it possible for a newly estab- 
lished family to get started in home 
ownership. Generally speaking, he 
has taken a family out of inferior 
rental housing. for which a high 
rate is paid, and provided new. 
healthful, well-built living 
which can be purchased with a low 
down payment and carried at 
monthly payments which are far 
lower than market rent for the same 
amount of space or even less.

work. This was not, however, a 
“shell house.” Rather, FHA has al- 
ways interpre ted it as an owner- 
completed house, and has empha- 
sized that the lender’s security is im- 
mediately increased by the action of 
the owner in adding to the property. 

Originally, Section 8 allowed a 
maximum insurable mortgage on an 
owner-occupied house of $4,750, or 
up to 95 per cent of FHA’s value 
of the house and lot. (If the builder 


was the mortgagor, the limit was 
$4,250.) The maximum term was 
set at 30 years and the interest rate 
at 414 per cent. The only location 
requirement was that the site had to 
be suitable for building. Each house 
had to be finished to the point where 
the family could comfortably live 
in it while doing the finish work.

Detroit Leads the Way 


Michigan and Texas have headed 
the list of states in production vol- 
ume of Section 8's. As of August 31, 
this vear. FHA had insured 2.565 
mortgages totaling $12.037.000, se- 
cured against properties in Michigan 

almost all located within the jur- 
isdiction of the Detroit insuring of- 
fice. In Texas. the score was 2.497 
mortgages totaling $11.738.000. 

The Michigan record has been 
due primarily to the crusading zeal 
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| pene L. Curran and Clifford B. Johnson 
(Fort Dearborn Building Co.) have built some 500 
houses under Section 8 in and around Dearborn, Michi- 
gan. Their version has considerable architectural ap- 
peal, also a clever floor plan. Note vestibule arrange- 
ment and the space-saving diagonal hall. Siding is an 
insulating type—Nu-Lap. Under Section 8's former 
$4.750 mortgage. Curran’s product sold for $5,700 with 
$1.000 down and monthly payments of $38, including 
everything. The buyer installed finish flooring, trim, did 
the decorating. walks. landscaping. 

Under the new $5,700 mortgage permitted by Section 
8. the buyer will do only decorating. sanding floors, 
walks and landscaping. House will be priced at $6.950. 
will be completely trimmed and will include cabinets in 
kitchen. hardwood floors, linoleum in kitchen and 
utility room, rubber tile in bathroom. A disappearing 
stairway will be installed by the builder (roof pitch 
having been raised from 5:12 to 7:12 for better attic 
storage space). The builders have begun a subdivision 
of 42 of these new-style Section 8's on raw land lotted 
to provide average sites of 6.500 square feet. 

Fort Dearborn’s sales experience with Section 8's has 
been excellent. Says Curran: “We've never had a house 
sit vacant after completion.”

While it would hardly 
seem to be the answer, it certainly 
has a vital part to play in working 
out the full answer. A recent study 
of slum clearance and rebuilding in- 
volving the relocation of 2,100 fam- 
ilies showed that 14 per cent of 
these families could actually manage 
to buy a house, when forced into it. 
For such persons, Section 8 housing 
is a perfect answer.

new developments in HOT WATER heating 


This article on new developments in hot 
water heating is the first of a series of 
three. The other two will discuss new 
developments in piping systems, and 
‘plus values’’ obtainable with hot water 
heating, from both an engineering and 
an economic standpoint.

[ HE HOUSE being built today is not the same as 
the one that was built in the early 1900's. Since there 
have been many advances in the design and the con- 
struction of homes, it is only reasonable to expect 
similar improvements in the heating of these homes. In 
fact, some of the changes in house design and construc- 
tion have created new heating problems which have 
made necessary certain changes in the heating system in 
order to produce the degree of comfort which American 
people expect. In a large part of the United States a 
good house with a poor heating system can never be a 
comfortable home, and in some sections of the country 
one cannot live with such a combination. 

The basementless, ranch-type house of today, with 
its extensive glass area, presents an entirely different 
heating problem than did the conventional house of 
twenty or thirty years ago. Improved heating methods 
and equipment are required to produce draft-free com- 
fort in today’s homes. The steam and hot water heating 
industry has met this challenge in the following ways: 

1. Design of equipment has been improved. Boilers 
are more compact and eflicient so as to require a mini- 
mum of floor space and to keep operating costs low. 
Room heating units have been redesigned to improve 
performance and appearance. 

2. New equipment and heating methods have been 
developed. The introduction of baseboard radiation and 
panel heating has provided two ways of securing com- 
fortably warm, draft-free floors in basementless homes 
and in homes with very large window areas. 
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3. Improvements have been made in the design and 
installation of steam and water systems. The Institute 
of Boiler and Radiator Manufacturers has published a 
series of I-B-R Installation Guides* which describe in 
detail the design procedure for all types of steam and 
hot water systems. This same Institute is also sponsoring 
training schools throughout the country to instruct 
heating contractors in the use of the Guides and to 
demonstrate methods of installation which will reduce 
first costs without a sacrifice in operating efficiency. 

4. Certain “plus” values are now available; such as 
indirect heating of domestic hot water, snow melting 
for sidewalks and driveways, and summer cooling. 
These are usually thought of as expensive items to 
be enjoyed by only a few, but frequently they may be 
obtained at very little increase in cost. 

In the remainder of this article and in articles to 
follow in this series, the author wishes to discuss more 
in detail the operating advantages of baseboard and 
panel heating as well as installation methods which 
will insure peak performance and low installation costs. 
“Plus values” will be discussed in the final article. 

The major problem in the heating of a basementless 
house is to obtain warm, draft-free conditions near the 
floor. Regardless of the type of heating to be used. the 
first step in this direction in a slab-on-ground type of 
house is to provide some type of insulation under the 
floor or along the foundation wall. As a minimum, this 
insulation should be one inch in thickness. It should 
prevent direct contact of concrete floor slab and founda- 
tion, and should extend down along the foundation to 
at least 12 inches below the grade level or under the 
floor for a minimum distance of two feet. It is also 
advisable to provide a waterproof membrane under the 
entire floor area. For crawl space houses, especially if 
the crawl space is ventilated, the underside of the floor 
should be insulated. 

Insulation alone will not guarantee a warm floor. One

of the first ways of insuring warm floors is to install 
floor panel systems consisting of hot water heating 
pipes in the floors so that the heat is supplied to the 
room through the floor, Although many persons are 
not aware of it. heating pipes embedded in plaster ceil- 
ings will also maintain a floor temperature warmer than 
the temperature of the air above it. Some of the advan- 
tages of panel heating are: 

1. It is out of sight. 

2. It is clean in operation. 

3. It provides uniform air temperatures through- 
out the heated space. 

1. It maintains warm floors. 

Among the disadvantages are: 

1. The heating coils are inaccessible, making re- 
pair difficult if a leak should occur. 

2. In houses having very large glass areas, a panel 
system may not entirely prevent drafts across 
the floor. 

3. Many panel systems are inherently slow to re- 
spond to changes in load and, therefore, they 
may be difficult to control if installed in houses 
in which the load may change rapidly, (for 
example. houses of light construction having 
large glass areas). This trouble is experienced 
more with floor panel systems than with ceiling 
panels. 

Baseboard radiation, a more recent development in 
hot water heating. also has proved highly successful 
in the heating of the basementless house. Baseboard 
radiation: consists of long, low units roughly approxi- 
mating the conventional wooden baseboard in size and 
appearance. The units are designed so that hot water 
or steam can be circulated through them. 

There are three basic types of baseboard units. The 
radiant type (Type R) is made of cast iron or steel and 
utilizes only the front face as the heating surface, The 
output of this unit per linear foot is somewhat limited, 
but since over 50 per cent of the heat transfer is by 
radiation, there is a minimum of air circulation and 
the unit is exceptionally clean in operation. 

The radiant convector type (Type RC) is also made 
of cast iron or steel. This type differs from the Type R 
in that air spaces for the circulation of air are provided 
between the bottom of the unit and the floor and at

new developments in HOT WATER heating 


This article on new developments in hot 
water heating is the first of a series of 
three. The other two will discuss new 
developments in piping systems, and

[ HE HOUSE being built today is not the same as 
the one that was built in the early 1900's. Since there 
have been many advances in the design and the con- 
struction of homes, it is only reasonable to expect 
similar improvements in the heating of these homes. In 
fact, some of the changes in house design and construc- 
tion have created new heating problems which have 
made necessary certain changes in the heating system in 
order to produce the degree of comfort which American 
people expect. In a large part of the United States a 
good house with a poor heating system can never be a 
comfortable home, and in some sections of the country 
one cannot live with such a combination. 

The basementless, ranch-type house of today, with 
its extensive glass area, presents an entirely different 
heating problem than did the conventional house of 
twenty or thirty years ago. Improved heating methods 
and equipment are required to produce draft-free com- 
fort in today’s homes. The steam and hot water heating 
industry has met this challenge in the following ways: 

|. Design of equipment has been improved. Boilers 
are more compact and eflicient so as to require a mini- 
mum of floor space and to keep operating costs low. 
Room heating units have been redesigned to improve 
performance and appearance. 

2. New equipment and heating methods have been 
developed. The introduc tion of baseboard radiation and 
panel heating has provided two ways of securing com- 
fortably warm, draft-free floors in basementless homes 
and in homes with very large window areas. 
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3. Improvements have been made in the design and 
installation of steam and water systems. The Institute 
of Boiler and Radiator Manufacturers has published a 
series of I-B-R Installation Guides* which describe in 
detail the design procedure for all types of steam and 
hot water systems. This same Institute is also sponsoring 
training schools throughout the country to instruct 
heating contractors in the use of the Guides and to 
demonstrate methods of installation which will reduce 
first costs without a sacrifice in operating efficiency. 

4. Certain “plus” values are now available; such as 
indirect heating of domestic hot water, snow melting 
for sidewalks and driveways, and summer cooling. 
These are usually thought of as expensive items to 
be enjoyed by only a few, but frequently they may be 
obtained at very little increase in cost. 

In the remainder of this article and in articles to 
follow in this series, the author wishes to discuss more 
in detail the operating advantages of baseboard and 
panel heating as well as installation methods which 
will insure peak performance and low installation costs. 
“Plus values” will be discussed in the final article. 

The major problem in the heating of a basementless 
house is to obtain warm, draft-free conditions near the 
floor. Regardless of the type of heating to be used. the 
first step in this direction in a slab-on-ground type of 
house is to provide some type of insulation under the 
floor or along the foundation wall. As a minimum, this 
insulation should be one inch in thickness. It should 
prevent direct contact of concrete floor slab and founda- 
tion, and should extend down along the foundation to 
at least 12 inches below the grade level or under the 
floor for a minimum distance of two feet. It is also 
advisable to provide a waterproof membrane under the 
entire floor area. For crawl space houses, especially if 
the crawl space is ventilated, the underside of the floor 
should be insulated. 

Insulation alone will not guarantee a warm floor. One

For the gulf coast area, what type 
of paint would you recommend for 
exterior walls of asbestos board ap- 
plied over rigid 4x8-foot insulating 
board sheathing?

Best results are obtained with a 
good quality exterior house paint 
as a finish coat over a_ specially 
prepared primer, designed for this 


particular surface. “Masonry and 


asbestos siding primer” seals the 
surface, resists alkali and produces 
a suitable undercoat over which to 
apply either house paint or brick 
and stucco paint. 

This primer should be applied at

In the contemporary-styled house 
with its open plan, low ceilings, and 
exposed ceiling-beams, the fireplace 
is usually increased in width. This 
is because the lack of restraining 
partitions creates the illusion of 
depth in a room size. If the fire- 
place is located on a side wall, sur- 
face materials such as brick or stone 
can extend across the front for quite 
a distance. If placed on an end wall, 
and the depth of the room is sufli- 
cient, the fireplace can extend the 
entire width of the wall. 

Two examples of such fireplaces 
are well illustrated in the photo- 
graphs on the opposite page. 

In the top photograph a side wall 
arrangement is shown. A wood sur- 
round, which projects 11 inches 
from the wall surface, provides a 
frame for the Roman brick front 
laid up in a stacked pattern. The 
finished surface of hearth, which is 
approximately two inches above the 
floor level, is flush with brick face 
of fireplace. 

In the bottom photograph an 
end wall arrangement is shown, with 
the slump brick surface of the fire- 
place extending to the side walls. In 
this case the hearth is raised two 
bricks above the finished floor of the 
room and is flush with the adjoining 
brick wall. Added depth is given to 
the fireplace opening to compensate 
for the lack of an extended hearth. 

The over-mantel (area above the 
fireplace opening to the ceiling) is 
faced with chip-board extending six 
inches out from the face of slump 
brick. The overhang at top of brick 
provides an interesting shadow line. 
This chip-board, which is two feet 
wide, is held in place by a metal 
T-divider,

Features that stress comfort and 
convenience for the public are a 
mark of excellence in today’s mod- 
ern store building. 

In this new store building erected 
on the south side of Chicago, the 
splayed position of the store front 
together with an angular canopy 
make possible a large overhang. 
where the shopper and the window 
shopper are protected from the ele- 
ments. This type of front can also 
he adapted to the remodeling of old 
and existing store buildings. 

The position of the partitions be- 
tween the stores and the pre-estab- 
lished 7-foot depth from in front 
of the deepest recessed door frame 
to edge of canopy, determined the 
two angles of the store front. That 
these angles are not equal adds in- 
terest to the design. 

The soffit of the exposed canopy 
and recess is rough-cast plaster over 
a metal lath base. The ceiling of the 
store, which is on a line with the 
finished soffit, is 
acoustical tile. 

No attempt is made to conceal 


covered with 


the artificial light units in ceiling, 
or to establish a bulkhead at floor 
line for the display of articles. The 
glass front is literally extended from 
the floor to the ceiling with a metal 
store front mould and stop at top, 
and a metal store front unit and six 
inch channel at floor line for sup- 
port. Thus, bullet-shaped metal 
lamps secured to the ceiling are used 
for lighting and the entire floor of 
the store becomes a show window. 

The splayed area above the ex- 
tended canopy is faced with mosaic 
tile held in place with a base of 
metal lath and cement. A 2x6 laid 
flat across the top. and secured to 
wood framing in back of tile. forms 
the base for a 4-inch vertical, stain- 
less This member 
projects from wall to form drip. Top 
of canopy is metal lined.

the value be placed on it for 
trade-sell purposes. 

The appraiser makes a complete 
inspection and comes to a conclu- 
sion on the price at which he feels 
the house can be quickly sold. If 
this price is less than the owner 
thinks he should get, the appraiser 
discusses the situation with the 
owner. At this point about 30 to 35 
per cent of the sales are washed 
out, since many owners will not ac- 
cept realistic estimates of the market 
value of their present homes. 

If the price which the owner asks 
for his present house is acceptable 
to Liberty’s appraiser, then a sales 
contract on the new house is en- 
tered into. This is a standard form 


of contract, onto which the builder 
adds the following provision: “This 
sale is subject to the sale of home 
at —————— within 30 days from 
date.” 

If the old house is not sold within 
30 days, the Liberty salesman again 
sits down with the customer and dis- 
cusses Part 2 of the trade-sell plan 
—Liberty’s actual purchase of the 
old house. The appraiser determines 
a price at which the builder will 
buy from the owner. Activity on the 
house during the first 30 days us- 
ually is a big help in determining 
this price. If the owner agrees to 
accept Liberty's offer, he has bought 
a new house in Kellogg Park. If he

does not agree, his sales contract 
on the new Liberty house is can- 
celled. 

When a house is accepted under 
the trade-sell plan. Liberty lists it 
with a broker in the area and the 
broker earns 60 per cent of the full 
commission (5 per cent) if he sells 
it. Since Liberty has a brokerage de- 
partment, they naturally reserve the 
right to sell the house themselves. 
and if they do sell it no commission 
is paid to the cooperating broker.

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how to roof a terrace 
with translucent panels 


While the translucent structural panels illustrated in 
this article have many uses and can be applied both on 
the interior and the exterior of a building, in this case 
they are considered for use only as a covering for an 
outdoor terrace. 

The translucent panels are applied directly to the wood 
framing of the roof. These members are left exposed 
below. The framework of rafters and intermediate braces 
should be of a size to carry the span and support a pos- 
sible snow load. 








The center-to-center spacing of rafters should be equal 
to the “coverage” width of the panel sheet so that the 
sheet lap coincides with the rafter spacing. Intermediate 
bracing is spaced 48 inches apart or less. Roof should 
slope at least one inch in twelve inches for drainage. 

To apply, begin by laying the sheets at the side away 
from the usual wind direction, so the open edge is turned 
away from a driving rain. Roofing sheets will have one 
edge turned up and one down: the lap should be one and 
one-half corrugations with underside edge turned up. 

Drill the sheet at the nail or screw location to avoid 
crazing around the puncture. An ordinary twist drill is 
recommended. Round head or binding head screws, 
screw nails, or common nails are used, with screw nails 








FASTENER AND FLASHING DETAILS 

. A lag screw. Raw! plug. expansion bolt or spike is used to 
fasten header to house wall, depending upon construction 

. Horizontal corrugated filler strip 

. Masonry nails, Raw! plugs or roofing nails are used for 
fastening flashing to house wall. Seal the open top edge with 
caulking compound 

. End wall and sidewall! corrugated flashings 

. Sheets lapped 1'2 corrugations, fastened with aluminum

recommended, The fasteners can be made self-sealing by 
fitting them with neoprene washers. 

Sheets are fastened along headers and cross bracing at 
every third corrugation. The side laps of sheets are 
fastened every 24 inches along each joist and rafter. 

\ bead of clear mastic under the edge of each lap pre- 
vents an accumulation of dirt in this area and provides 
for greater weather protection. Aluminum flashings, 
which are preferred, should be placed along the juncture 
of the ends and sides of sheets where they come in con- 
tact with the walls of the house.

Access to bathroom 
is independent of living areas 


farmhouse got a PLYWOOD FACELIFTING 


O. HOUSES need not die. In- 


telligent planning and modern build- 
ing materials can make an old house 
with sound structural parts into a 
comfortable. convenient and efli- 
cient place in which to live. This 
was the experience of Mr. and Mrs. 
Max Deem when they remodeled 
their old farmhouse located near 
Tuscola, Illinois. 

The remodeling of the Deem place 
was developed as a demonstration 
project with the combined efforts 
of the owners, state and county farm 
extension leaders and with the ex- 
tensive use of ply wood. 

Before work began. the home in 
which the Deems were living was a 
typical old-fashioned farmhouse. It 
had few of the advantages of today’s 
modern farm home design. Previous 
owners had added to the original 
structure twice. And although the 
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additions served a purpose at the 
time. the final result was an in- 
efficient floor plan. In appearance, 
the parts of the house were out of 
harmony with the whole. 

Although the home needed re- 
pairs, its structural parts were solid, 
The Deems were able, with the ad- 
vice of Douglas county farm and 
home advisers and extension ex- 
perts from the College of Agricul- 
ture of the | niversity of Illinois. to 
add here and build there in such a 
way that the old home, while its 
structural members are the same, is 
scarcely recognizable. 

Here is what they did. It was seen 
that very few wall changes would be 
necessary. Working from the top 
down and the inside out. the Deems 
laid a plywood deck over the old 
roof. They extended the second story 
above the old front room. By can- 


tilevering the floor beyond the bed- 
room wing, they wound up with 
more room for the landing of the 
altered stairway. The second floor 
became a spacious recreation room, 
kitchenette and bedroom. 

The bedrooms were large enough 
to accommodate new closets. The 
Deems also gained new linen, bath- 
room and work-clothes closets 
something that most farmhouses 
never have enough of. 

An awkward outside pocket was 
filled in to gain a bathroom. This 
got rid of a couple of outside corners 
at the same time. The bathroom’s 
location makes it

The backing is 
painted dark green. 

The shadow-box picture frame set 
in the center of the Pegboard was 
made on the job out of pine boards 
cut to a bevel on a bench saw. The 
frame was rabbeted on the back side 
to receive one thickness of double- 
strength glass and one thickness of 
photographic paper. The frame with 
the picture and glass was then 
mounted on the Pegboard backing 
from the rear with wood screws. 

A 4x2%-inch sponge rubber gas- 
ket was inserted between the frame 
and backing and drawn up tight with 
the screws to prevent water seepage. 
A portion of the sponge rubber was 
allowed to extend inward to exert 
pressure against the hack side of the 
glass, preventing water seepage be- 
tween it and the frame. 

A negative type of line drawing 
was used because it made a more 
effective presentation. The cost of the 
entire assembly approximated $15.

your redevelopment program 
can be a profit-sharing deal

hin ARTICLE is written at 
the conclusion of the Fall meetings 
of the Board of Directors of The 
National Association of Home 
Builders held in New Orleans. One 
of the problems considered at length 
during those meetings was the re- 
habilitation of our decaying and 
slum neighborhoods. It was pointed 
out that builders must interest them- 
selves in that problem because 
morally they have an obligation to 
make all housing in their community 
as fit for habitation as possible and 
selfishly they thereby open to them- 
selves a vast and largely untouched 
field of work and profit. 

In a recent article (see American 
Builder, August. 1953, issue) we 
wrote about new legislation in IIli- 
nois under which a community may 
set up a Conservation Board with 
broad powers to rehabilitate neigh- 
borhoods which are declining but 
which have not yet retrogressed into 
slums. Illinois has another statute 
providing a further device with 
which to attack this problem. This 
is the Neighborhood Redevelopment 
Corporation. As far as the writer is 
aware, most states do not have a 
similar law. 

Under the statute (Ill. Rev. Stat., 
Ch. 32. Sees. 550.1 et seq.) a neigh- 
borhood redevelopment corporation 
is one organized for business pur- 
poses and for profit. In this it is 
similar to any other company. It 
may operate either in slum areas or 
in neighborhoods which are de- 
clining but which are not yet slums. 
with the further condition that in the 
City of Chicago the area of opera- 
tion must be not less than two city 
blocks or not more than one hun- 
dred and sixty acres, and that else- 
where the area must be not less than 
one block or not more than forty 
acres. The law requires the corpora- 


tion to adopt a redevelopment plan 
for the geographic area in which it 
will act and confers on the company 
broad powers to effectuate that plan. 
Thus, among other things, the cor- 
poration may replat streets and al- 
leys. acquire and dispose of property, 
rehabilitate and demolish buildings 
and construct. rent and sell new 
structures. The act gives the com- 
pany the right to acquire property 
by condemnation after the owners 
of sixty per cent of the area affected 
have consented to the corporation's 
redevelopment plan. Of course, the 
company must find its own financing 
through sales of its stock and by 
borrowings secured by mortgages 
on its properties. 

Neighborhood redevelopment cor- 
porations are subject to regulation 
by a commission provided for by the 
statute and designated as The 
Neighborhood Redevelopment Com- 
mission. The corporation’s plans and 
its use of the power of condemnation 
must be submitted to and be ap- 
proved by the Commission after 
public notice and public hearing. 

The authorities of the City of 
Chicago have just appointed a Neigh- 
borhood Redevelopment Commis- 
sion. Several corporations are in the 
process of formation to operate un- 
der the statute just described. Their 
sponsors expect to operate at a 
profit. Of course. only experience 
will show whether this device is 
effective as a tool in combatting 
slums and declining neighborhoods. 
Nevertheless the statute gives powers 
to private enterprise hitherto en- 
joved only by the government and 
public housing. It therefore is hoped 
that the builders of Illinois will con- 
sider this act seriously in their at- 
tack on the slums and declining 


neighborhoods of their communities.

here’s a way fo use 
a usually unused area 


Here, the exposed ceiling beam of the roof opened the 
way for a new use of kitchen space that usually is con- 
sidered to have very little practical value. 

Where the high point of the kitchen wall occurs. the 
area above the normal seven-foot placement of cabinets 
is left open. This space, which is approximately 3 feet 
6 inches high, is devoted in part to a planter. The planter 
is placed directly on top of cabinets for the full width 
of the wall and is built integral with the cabinet. The 
front face of planter is finished in the same material as 
the cabinets below and is splayed out to give the effect 
of a cornice. The inside of the planter is lined with 
metal. The effect of this planter is to give a decorative 
and informal note. The wall on the side and back of 
the cabinets and over the top of the planter is covered 
with a wallpaper with an ornate leaf design.

A roof covering that resisted 
penetration and igniting of a 5.000- 
degree thermite bomb was the sub- 
ject of a test held under the observa- 
tion of U.S. Navy engineering and 
FHA personnel. Aluminum Build- 
ing Products, Inc., Jacksonville, 
Florida, constructed a_ 10-square- 
foot roof deck panél with a wood 
sheathing base. The roof had two 
plies of 15-pound asbestos roofing 
felt mopped in between the layers 
with Aluma-Bond (an incombus- 


tible vegetable gum base mastic) at 
the rate of one gallon per square, 
and mopping over the felt with 
Aluma-Bond in the amount of two 
gallons per square. One ply of .002- 
inch-thick aluminum foil was 
mopped over the felt.

new CONCRETE BLOCK 
for cavity walls 





A new concrete building block 
suitable for cavity and reinforced 
wall construction has been designed 
by Brooklyn architect, Morris Lapi- 
dus. The new concrete unit elimi- 
nates the need for building the two 
wall systems necessary in usual cav- 
ity wall construction. 

The block weighs about 35 pounds 
and the cost of production is said to 
he equal to that for an 8-inch stand- 
ard block. The new block consists 
of two 75¢x155%-inch slabs which 
are integrally joined by two webs. 
Each of the webs is about three 
inches high and is placed at the bot- 
tom of the block. 

Each of the two slabs contain 
three 


2 


*4-inch-wide core openings at 
the top which taper to a width of 
34 inch at the bottom. These core 
openings provide keys for the mor- 
tar and offer increased insulation 
value, The “U” factor of the new 
block is estimated to be the same as 
for a cavity wall comprising two 4- 
inch corded slabs tied together with 
metal ties. 

The 2-inch spaces between the two 
slabs accommodate conduit and pip- 
ing in both horizontal and vertical 
directions. Reinforcing can also be 
placed in both vertical and horizon- 
tal directions in the space between 
the slabs and grout poured in to 
make a reinforced concrete block 
wall. The block comes in 10- and 12- 
inch widths to accommodate more 
grout and heavier reinforcing for 
very tall buildings. 

Normal construction of a cavity 
wall with the new block requires but- 
tering of the slabs only, not the 
webs. The side of the block contain- 
ing the webs is generally placed at 
the top when building the cavity 
wall. For placement of reinforcing. 
an easier filling with grout may be 
obtained by laying the blocks with 
the webs at the bottom. This permits 
continuous and uninterrupted filling.

with other modern forecasting practices, it played a vital 
part in World War II. Skill and experience have made 
it more valuable than ever. 

After World War Il, Krick and his co-workers set up 
the independent and non-profit American Institute of
